I had the opportunity to meet with the commander of U.S. Pacific Command, Adm. Harry Harris; the 
commanding general of U.S. Marine Corps Forces Pacific Command, Lt. Gen. David Berger; and deputy 
commander of U.S. Pacific Fleet, Rear Adm. Phillip Sawyer. As we look at our operational tempo and the 
role the U.S. Navy plays in the Pacific protecting our national interests, critical to that is Navy Medicine's 
support in keeping our Sailors, Marines and their families healthy and on the job. These engagements are 
key to keeping my finger on the pulse to see what's needed to continue providing the best care we can 
offer now and in the future. 


We met the Naval Health Clinic Hawaii staff, the U.S. Pacific Command and U.S. Marine Corps Forces 
Pacific Command surgeons, visited the various medical and dental clinics at Kaneohe Bay and Camp 
Smith, and met with the staff assigned to Navy Environmental and Preventive Medicine Unit 6.
